Russia's goal is equality, a social 
thing comparable even to religion and 
democnx^. The means to attain that 
goal, however, were those of violence 
and hatred, and completely unsocial 
The Soviet Republic faces this great 
danger: it 'lus to be successful or else 
there ,1s the possibility of a violent re- 
action to the right. 

Man's Doctrine 
ft w a»| aBa«jL> ■ Marx's materialistic 
conceptlonfor^liistoiy that fhrst put 
the problem of equality on a practical 
basis. It was his claim that the rul- 
ing class' had dictated law, custom, and 
oven r^Ua^n^ that]8^UMraIue meant' 
oheatingVand explio!^^ work- 
er; it was these that gave the real im- 
petus for a class and a mass move- 
ment that reached its highest point 
in Russia,' wbeiii^thei inoletaria^ over- 
ohi-ew. the atlstocratic regime. The 
Sovtete, however, face a very great 
- clanger, for having been established by 
force, they would have to be success- 
ful in their program or else there 
would be a violent swing to the left. 

In-the beginning, the Soviets tried 
to evolve a system of equal wages, 
?.'hJch proved unsuccessful, 'so a s^- 
' t eui '(>^Fileieê•wbrk and'bonusiH^rè^^ 
it. The"Covermhent~also foutâ' jt'im- 
posslblc to centralize all Industry and 
.i.;tivities, with the result that decen- 
inxllzAtion is gradually taking place. 
V.niile the Govecounent accumulates 
'"s.wings, it also borrows from the peo- 
ple, paying them interest like oapital- 
.^litlc^governments, 

MiûsoUni's PoUcy • 
Mur.'soliiii's rise to power was the re- 
;;uU of the people's- desire for peace 
and order. Like the Russians, bow- 
ever, he used foi-ca in crushing his 
c:-itlcs and opponents. In Italy, a 
Council or Corporation legislates on 
I prbblcins aiifeoting industriy. The 
Fascist advocates the principle of pri- 
vate property, though he does realize 
that some foi-m of Justice for tlie 

lunism nor Fascism 
can be the solution for our problems 
In North America; for although both 
of these have some admirable points 
to show, they are founded on fcrce. 
They deny political liberty, democracy 
and therefore must be avoided. Equity 
iihould be our guiding principle. We 
can best solve our economic and indus- 
trial problems by Control, When pub- 
lic utilities axe under Obvemment 
control they should be managed by a 
'board of commissioners independent 
of Government politics. This can be 
done best by adopting the suggestions 
Of various Boards, of Trade. 
If' pubUc utilities are in private 
, ihands, it should be of special con-
